couldn’t get anything off the ground 
Ks.soyan. a iiussian expert who was ex­ 
pelled by Moscow last month lor evading 
censorship, reports that Premier Khrush­ 
chev IS shaking up the whole Russian edu­ 
cational system because it is inefficient, 
discrimmalory and top heavy. Though it 
may have produced some scientists and 
technicians, Essoyan said, 
it turned out 
nothing better than illiterate mechanics at 
the outset, and is now creating a class of 
pampered intellectuals who are getting into 
the upper strata of living as reaiiily by fam­ 
ily connection or ixilitica! preferment as 
by scholarship. 


This IS an interesting 
lommentary 
al­ 
though It demos a mass of earlier tesli- 
mony to the contrary. But it leaves Ameri­ 
can opinion about where it was a the out­ 
set, which IS somewhere near the midpoint 
between the two extreme positions 
The general debate can now' be dismissed 
II was never a profitable one because the 
function of .American educational success 
never was in window peeking on Russia, but 
in applying the standards and forces es.sen- 
tia) to gearing American education to this 
nation’s modern needs. No one ever im­ 
proved his business by spending his lime 
counting Hie competitor’s customers. 
.America spends too much time being fas­ 
cinated by Rirssia and not enough setting 
Its own house in order. The nation can 
better scrye its interests by educational im­ 
provement and should not be swerved from 
the task by reports about Ru.ssia. 


Little Rock Schools Op en 


The 1958-59 sciiool term is now' opening 
for white students of Lillie Hock, .Ark. To 
get around the integration order ot the fed­ 
eral court, .students will be attending pri­ 
vate schools which are not open to Negro 
enrollments. This may solve the problem 
of those who oppo.se integration but it could 
be just the beginning of a major catas­ 
trophe. 
The worst thing about the move is that 
it could succeed, ll could develop that Lit­ 
tle Rock and Arkansas would hav., no })uh- 
lic educational system, it is too early to 
attempt to ascertain jnst what effect this 
might have on those who do receive an 
education. But it seems that the program 
would mean, eventually at least, a lo.ss 
of education for many students. 
Negro sludenls, certainly, will receive no 
education under a private .school system.

,nickered. Bui gradually the 
persecution grew. Protestant 
and Catholics at first .sat on 
the s I d e I i n e s. unworncd 
about the pros|K’ct that they 
might be next. 
Bui thev were nexf—us the 
hatred and the terror spread, 
ll spread until neighbors su- 
peeled neighbors, until fath­ 
ers feared sons, and until a 
government based on terror 
and force reached out to sub­ 
due neighboring nations with 
terror and force. 
Wiien a bomb went off in 
front of the Jewish commun­ 
ity center in Na.^inille List 
year, nobody paid much at­ 
tention. it didn’t hurt anv- 
one. 


More bombings followed ni 
M i a n>i, 
Charlotte, 
N.C., 
Jacksonville. 
Birmingham. 
Some were Jewish temples, 
some were Negro churches. 
Then, on Oct. 4, 1958. o n e 
year after Sputnik, the high 
school in Clinton, Term., blew 
up at the hands of an ex­ 
pert dynamiter. .A lot had 


happened 
between Oet 
4. 
1957. and Oct. 4. 19.58. and 
much of it, especially the in­ 
crease of hatred, tore holes 
in America's 
proud tradi­ 
tion of live-and Ict-live. of 
loving thv neighbor as thy­ 
self. 
One week later, October 11, 
a n 0 t h e r terrible explosion 
wrecked a synagogue in At­ 
lanta. A lew days later, there 
wore explosions in Peoria, 
III., m Boston against Jeho­ 
vah’s Witnesses, the religious 
sect of President Fusenhovv- 
e i ’s mother; and a report 
that a bomb was planted in 
beautiful St. Patrick’s cath­ 
edral, mecca of worship for 
New York Catholics. 
Taking the same pattern as 
that 
followed in 
Germany, 
fear and terror grew. Police 
were stationed outside of 
most synagogues in the South. 
The children of .son>.’ rabbis 
had to be escorted to school. 


Most people, however, still 
were not afraid. .ARer all, it 
was only school children and 
a mmonty religious group 
which had suffered. 
However, fear had begun 
to hit a great many other peo- 
pie in a more cowardly but 
highly sensitive spot — the 
pocketbook. When a big man­ 
ufacturer in the North was 
asked to eontribnte building 
materials to help rebuild the 
('Union sehoolhouse, he was 
sympathetic, but replied that 
he had to do business in the 
South and he might be boy­ 
cotted there.

Rut by October 10 Nebraska operaUus 
had offered 6(i0.078 acres at an estimated 
cost of $ 13.5 million. 
Something will have to give here, and 
the nominee at this juncluie r~. the \e- 
bra>ka furnier. 11 his per acre price is too 
high, he wili have to reduce it 
11 he has 
olicred too many acres he will have to 
take some of them ijff the market. \s the 
decisions are made and the news rolls on­ 
ward the diffeieuces between what Nebras- 
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ka farm operators would like to do ami what 
the government is willing to do will resolve. 
But liie more interesting plienomenon lies 
in the f a d that after a historically abun­ 
dant crop year — the best in terms of pro­ 
duction Nebraska can expect in many a 
year — .Nebraskans are still finding the soil 
bank a more desirable refuge than crop 
production. 
.Massive patronage of the soil bank is 
readily understandable in the tace of poor 
crops. It was logical several years ago when 
drought erased the alternative of prudiic- 
tion The acreage takeout and the conser­ 
vation reserve became means ior survival 
Under the circumslance.s it would be logical 
to expect that when bumper harvests re­ 
turned there would be a departure fiom soil 
bank practice. But larm thinking is not fol­ 
lowing this line and one must conclude, 
.since agriculture thinks practically, that 
this continuing escape into non-operation at 
relatively poor prices is a sign that claims 
for agricultural prosperity are hollow. Peo­ 
ple just don’t get out of husuics.s when 
business is good.
